SCHOOL  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Bennington : 

Herewith  is  submitted  for  your  consideration  my  first 
annual  report  on  the  condition  of  your  schools.  My  term 
of  service  with  you  began  September  1st,  and  this  report 
is  based  on  a  knowledge  of  your  schools  gained  since  that 
time. 

It  is  a  pleasure  at  the  outset  to  testify  to  the  good  work 
that  has  been  done  in  your  schools.  The  pupils,  for  the 
most  part,  are  up  to  their  grade,  and  the  work  appears  to 
have  been  done  with  thoroughness. 

The  year  opened  with  the  same  teachers  as  last  year 
with  the  exception  of  the  grammar  room.  Mr.  Decker,  who 
served  so  efficiently  last  year,  secured  a  better  paying  posi- 
tion elsewhere.  This  necessitated  the  securing  of  a  teacher 
to  take  his  place.  This  wras  a  difficult  matter,  owing  to  the 
scarcity  of  teachers,  and  especially  for  the  upper  grades. 
After  a  long  search  Miss  Gertrude  Smith,  a  graduate  of 
the  State  College,  was  secured.  She  served  for  the  fall 
term,  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  severed  her  connection 
with  the  school.  Miss  Edith  Towle,  a  teacher  of  experi- 
ence, was  secured  for  the  position,  the  opening  of  school 
for  the  winter  term  having  been  delayed  two  weeks.  The 
work  is  now  progressing  favorably. 

How  to  furnish  and  maintain  an  effective  teaching 
force  is  a  problem  wmich  confronts  every  school  district  in 
the  state,  and  the  country  at  large  as  well.  The  shortage 
of  teachers  has  become  critical,  and  it  certainly  has  become 
incumbent  upon  all  to  consider  w7ell  how  the  crisis  can 
be  met. 

The  most  obvious  solution  of  the  problem  is  a  sufficient 
increase  in  salary  to  make  the  profession  attractive  finan- 
cially in  order  to  attract  and  hold  capable  men  and  women. 
This  remedy  is  being  applied,  and  it  will  have  to  be  more 
largely  so  if  the  desired  result  is  obtained.  Salaries  will 
have  to  correspond  more  nearly  to  the  importance  of  the 
work  and  the  skill  and  training  necessary  to  perform  it 
successfully.  This  is  inevitable.  There  are  other  minor 
factors  such  as  the  location  of  the  school,  the  boarding 
place,  and  the  conditions  under  which  the  teacher  is  forced 
to  live  which  affects  the  situation. 

The  average  pay  for  the  teachers  of  Bennington  at  the 
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present  time  is  $22.33  per  week.  This,  I  think,  compares 
well  with  other  towns  in  the  state.  but  the  question  is  will 
it  be  sufficient  to  secure  for  the  district  next  year  equally 
effective  teachers! 

ATTENDANCE 

a 

From  an  examination  of  the  statistical  table  appended 
you  can  see  the  record  of  enrollment  and  attendance  for 
the  first  15  weeks  of  the  current  school  year.  The  enroll- 
ment has  been  83,  with  an  average  membership  of  77.5, 
and  an  average  attendance  of  74.4.  I  wish  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  per  cent  of  attendance,  which  is  96.  This 
is  a  good  per  cent  and  indicates  an  appreciation  of  the  im- 
portance of  regular  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  parents 
and  pupils.  The  average  for  the  state  in  1918  was  91.6. 
It  will  be  noted  that  we  are  considerably  above  that  average 
so  far  this  year.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  we  can  continue 
the  good  record  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  It  is  more 
difficult  to  secure  regular  attendance,  of  course,  during  the 
winter  months.  In  the  matter  of  tardiness  we  average  1.8 
per  pupil.  This  is  a  fairly  good  record,  also,  as  an  average. 
As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  the  schools  vary  greatly 
in  this  respect. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY 

The  course  of  study  as  laid  out  in  the  state  program 
is  the  one  followed.  In  addition  to  this  certain  standards 
of  attainment  for  the  first  three  grades  have  been  estab- 
lished by  the  State  Board.  It  is  expected  that  these 
standards  will  be  met  by  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  June. 
These  standards  are  more  than  being  met  by  these  grades 
in  your  schools,  and  by  June  they  will  have  covered 
thoroughly  considerably  more  than  is  indicated  in  the  re- 
quirements of  the  State  Board.  The  program  for  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  should  be  broadened  somewhat, 
I  think,  and  made  to  conform  more  closely  to  the  program 
as  outlined  by  the  state.  This  would  necessitate  the  com- 
pleting of  certain  subjects,  such  as  Geography,  in  the  sixth 
grades,  and  the  introduction  of  certain  other  subjects  which 
would  give  a  better  preparation  for  High  School  work. 
This  is  a  matter  well  worth  considering  for  another  year. 

The  progress  of  the  children  in  school  is  dependent 
upon  many  factors,  not  the  least  of  which  is  the  hearty  co- 
operation of  the  home  and  the  school.  This  can  be  brought 
about  by  a  thorough  understanding  of  the  methods  and  the 
ideals  of  each  by  the  other.    To  this  end  it  is  hoped  that 
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the  parents  will  find  more  opportunity  to  visit  school  and 
confer  with  school  officials  regarding  the  work  of  their  own 
individual  child.  In  this  way  the  ideals  of  the  home  and 
the  school  can  be  unified  and  the  work  of  both  strengthened.

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SCHOOL  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  of  Bennington: 

Herewith  is  submitted  for  your  consideration  my  second  an- 
nual report  on  the  condition  and  needs  of  your  schools,  the  statis- 
tical table  being  for  the  year  ending  Aug.  31st,  1920. 

Teachers 

The  district  was  indeed  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  the 
force  of  teachers  of  last  year.  This  is  one  of  the  important  fac- 
tors in  the  progress  of  children  in  school.  A  teacher's  job  is  more 
than  simply  holding  a  school  together,  and  hearing  recitations. 
The  knowing  trhe  individual  child,  its  disposition,  and  the  conditions 
surrounding  its  life  is  an  important  part  of  her  preparation  for 
successful  work,  and  this  can  be  gained  only  after  intimate  acquaint- 
ance. A  new  teacher,  equally  well  trained  and  equally  skillful  in 
pedigogical  lore  is,  at  first,  at  a  disadvantage,  compared  with  a 
teacher  who  has  gained,  through  association  and  study,  a  knowledge 
of  the  peculiarities  of  the  individual  child  under  her  charge.  I 
can  confidently  say  that  the  work  of  the  present  force  of  teachers 
is  satisfactory  and  thorough,  and  that  they  are  faithful  and  enthus- 
iastic, all  of  which  qualities  ,are  bound  to  produce  good  results  in 
the  schools. 

General  School  Work 

A  slight  change  of  subjects  has  been  made  in  the  8th  grade. 
Instead  of  taking  Geography  up  in  detail  this  year  and  studying 
over  a  mass  of  old  material  again  the  subject  of  Elementary  Science 
was  substituted,  beginning  with  September.  This  aims  to  make 
the  child  familiar  with  the  ordinary  phenomena  with  which  he 
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comes  in  daily  contact,  and  it  is  an  excellent  preparation  for  the 
study  of  the  sciences  in  the  High  School.  At  the  beginning  we 
had  no  apparatus  whatever  for  the  teaching  of  this  subject,  but, 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher,  an  entertainment  was  given  by 
the  school  at  which  enough  was  realized  to  purchase  some  of  the 
simpler  material  necessary  for  the  study  of  the  subject.  The 
children  are  interested  in  the  study. 

In  reading  the  grades  are  making  satisfactory  progress.  This 
is  the  most  important  subject  of  the  lower  grades,  and  the  results 
this  year  are  very  gratifying.  The  first  grade  has  already  read 
more  than  the  required  number  of  books  for  this  time  of  year,  and 
has  read  them  easily  andlfluently.  The  same  is  true  of  the  second 
and  third  grade.  Of  course,  there  are  individuals  in  all  grades 
who  do  not  come  up  to  the  standard  set  by  the  class,  but  this  is  to 
be  expected  as  all  children  are  not  built  on  the  same  plammentally 
and  physically. 

•  In  arithmetic  the  progress  has  been  normal.  One  thing,  I 
find  a  great  majority  of  school  children  lack,  and  that  is  ease  and 
accuracy  in  calculation,  and  the  ability  to  apply  their  mental  pro- 
cesses to  some  particular  problem.  We  are  trying  to  overcome 
this  by  frequent  drills  in  the  fundamentals  to  gain  accuracy  and 
speed,  and  to  the  more  frequent  application  of  those  fundamentals 
in  the  solution  of  problems  suitable  to  the  experience  of  the  child. 
This  process  will,  I  think,  show  results. 

Standardized  tests  and  drills  are  being  given  to  the  different 
grades,  especially  in  reading,  spelling  and  arithmetic,  and  in  almost 
all  classes  so  far  tested  the  children  of  your  schools  are  up  to  the 
standard  set. 

All  days  of  special  meaning  to  the  children,  and  to  us  all  as  a 
state  and  nation,  such  as  Columbus  Day,  Washington  and  Lincoln 
birthdays  and  many  others  are  being  observed  in  the  schools  in 
ways  suitable  to  impress  upon  the  mind  of  the  child  the  meaning 
they  contain  and  for  the  building  of  upright  citizenship. 
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Attendance 

An  examination  of  the  statistical  table  appended  will  show . 
;  the  record  made  last  year  in  the  different  items  tabulated.  The 
per  cent  was  93.7.  This  is  fairly  good  considering  the  weather 
conditions  of  last  winter.  The  state  average  was  around  92%. 
We  hope  to  do  better  than  this  for  the  cnrrent  year.  For  the  first 
18  weeks  of  this  year  the  per  cent  was  94.1.  Tardiness  last  year 
amounted  to  283,  an  average  of  3.5  per  pupil.  Eighty-five  cases 
are  reported  for  the  first  half  of  this  year.  This  is  an  evil  that 
ought  to  be  largely  eliminated,  but  it  requires  the  active  coopera- 
tion of  both  the  home  and  the  school.  It  is  often  looked  upon  as 
of  minor  importance,  but  should  not  be  so  considered,  as  the  con- 
sequences of  it  often  go  with  the  child  through  life.  No  other  one 
factor,  perhaps,  shows  the  attitude  of  the  child,  and  incidentally 
that  of  the  parents  as  well,  to  the  school,  as  the  regularity  and 
punctuality  of  attendance.  The  appeal  which  the  school  has  for 
the  child  also  may  be  judged  by  this. 

Medical  Inspection 

All  the  children  in  the  schools  were  examined  by  the  school 
physician,  Dr.  Tibbetts,  during  the  spring  term,  and  the  following 
i  s  the  report  sent  by  him  :

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This  is  a  large  list  of  defects,  some  of  them  very  important, 
and  it  furnishes  food  for  serious  consideration.  Is  not  the  district 
responsible,  in  a  large  measure,  for  the  physical  condition  of  its 
school  children?  Take,  for  instance,  defective  vision.  How  much 
of  this  trouble  is  brought  on  by  inadequate  lighting  of  the  school 
loom?  Figures  from  many  investigations  show  that  school  light- 
ing is  responsible  in  the  great  majority  of  cases.  Many  of  the  de- 
fects listed  above  prevent  the  child  from  securing  normal  develop- 
ment during  his  school  life.  I  believe  that  all  will  agree  that  it  is 
both  profitable  for  and  obligatory  upon  a  district  to  see  that  the 
children  are  sent  to  school  in  such  a  physical  condition  that  they 
may  profit  by  the  opportunities  offered,  and  to  surround  them 
while  there  with  hygienic  conditions  so  far  as  possible. 

If  the  above  observations  are  sound  I  believe  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  school  district  to  look  carefully  after  the  physical  condition 
of  the  children.  We  have  begun  medical  inspection,  but  to  make 
this  in  any  way  effective  some  other  agency  must  be  employed. 
The  most  practicable  one  seems  to  be  the  school  nurse,  working 
under  the  direction  of  the  School  Board,  and  subject  to  the  needs 
of  the  school  children.  Such  an  agency  could  be  made  available 
by  several  contiguous  districts  joining  for  the  employment  of  such 
a  person,  and  the  expense  on  each  would  be  very  small.  I  would 
like  to  bring  this  seriously  to  your  attention.  I  believe  the  ques- 
tion is  to  be  considered  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  joint 
board  of  this  union,  and  I  trust  that  some  definite  step  will  be  taken 
in  the  direction  indicated  above. 

Buildings 

A  few  minor  repairs  need  to  be  made  on  the  school  rooms.  In 
the  intermediate  room  especially  there  is  need  of  more  closets  to 
keep  school  material  such  as  books,  school  supplies  and  other  equip- 
ment. As  it  is  now  a  large  part  of  this  material  has  to  be  kept  in 
corners,  boxes,  and  other  out  of  the  way  places  where  it  is  exposed 
to  all  the  dirt  and  dust  to  be  found  in  a  school  room.  The  same 
is  true  to  a  lesser  degree  in  the  other  rooms.  School  material  will 
last  much  longer  if  it  can  be  suitably  cared  for. 
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Some  painting  ought  to  be  done  in  some  of  the  rooms,  especially 
the  grammar  room.  In  many  places  the  paint  has  become  so  dingy 
«nd  dirty  that  soap  and  water  has  no  effect  on  it.  More  light 
ought  to  be  furnished  the  two  rooms  in  the  large  building.  The 
lighting  ought  to  be  at  least  one  fifth  of  the  floor  space.  Judged 
by  this  standard  the  lighting  in  these  two  rooms  is  not  nearly 
adequate. 

Cost  of  Schools 

The  increasing  cost  of  schools  and  of  everything  pertaining 
to  education  is  a  fact,  viewed  by  some  with  anxiety  and  apprehen- 
sion, and  by  others  with  a  keen  appreciation  of  the  necessity  of 
keeping  the  training  of  the  youth  of  the  country  at  the  maxium  of 
efficiency.  It  is  a  fact,  of  course,  that  the  cost  of  education  has 
greatly  increased.  If  it  were  not  so  we  might  justly  surmise  that 
its  efficiency  was  being  lowered.  In  the  rapid  rise  in  the  cost  of 
all  kinds  of  human  activity  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  educa- 
tion has  felt  the  effect.  That  it  has  responded  in  undue  propor- 
tion to  this  rising  tide  is,  we  may  safely  assert,  not  the  case- 
Probably  the  reverse  is  true  and  if  comparative  figures  were  at 
hand  we  should  find  that  the  cost  of  schools  have  not  increased 
at  the  same  rapid  rate  of  many  other  forms  of  activity.  However 
this  may  be  all  realize,  probably,  as  never  before  the  necessity  of 
keeping  the  schools  at  a  maximum  of  efficiency.  If  this  involves 
greatly  increased  costs  this  must  be  met,  with  an  added  determi- 
nation that  full  value  must  be  returned  for  the  expenditure  in- . 
volved.  This  is  the  important  phase  of  the  problem.  If  the  schools 
are  to  cost  more  we  may  justly  demand  that  they  return  more  to 
the  community  in  a  fuller  development  of  the  boys  and  girls,  re- 
sulting in  a  richer  civic  and  economic  life. . 

In  all  the  present  unrest  and  turmoil  which  is  sweeping  over 
the  country  we  must  look  to  the  schools  as  one  of  the  stabilizing 
factors  in  the  situation.  And  especially  is  this  true  in  a  democracy 
such  as  ours  where  the  general  intelligence  of  the  people  is  the 
prime  condition  of  stability.    Therefore,  no  community  can  afford 
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to  let  its  schools  deteriorate,  not  only  because  of  the  calamitous 
results  of  itself,  but  also  because  of  the  danger  involved  to  the 
state  and  nation  as  well.  No  community  is  a  law  unto  itself.  It 
touches  other  communities  in  so  many  important  ways  that  a  weak- 
ness in  anything  so  vital  as  education  is  bound  to  affect  the  whole. 

In  closing  permit  me  to  express  to  you  my  hearty  apprecia- 
tion of  your  cooperation  and  help  during  the  past  year.
